prioces.

The first feature of the celobration was the
grand procession which started st noon from
the Elkborn Valley house, corner of Dodgo
and Eleventh street, This was marshaled
by Mr. I, L. Blumer. It comprised au im-
yersonation of Wilnam Tell and his son
Albert by J. Fanhausen and ehild; three
eidsgenossen, 6 float containing & nuin-
bor of adults attieedl in Swiss  oos.
tume; nnother flout containing twenty-
two  young Indles, oach  representing
s canton of the rook-bound republie,
the Union Pacifie band and the following
societies: The Arvion singing soclety at the
bead of which marched Henry Kalasr one of
tho most devoled membors of the soclely;
the Concordin slnging socloty beaded by
George 1. Stratman, O, L. Fritscher with
maguilicent “trink horn'' polished like agato
sud finlshod in gold, This horn is the gift

Mexico to the extremo lmit of this reservoir
9 000,20 miles. Tno lirst surfaco stream flow-
uge loto this great roservoir lsn tiny orook
conneeting with Whippie lake to Flosting
Moss luke, thence to Nicollet upper lake,
